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Cooper’s Hill is an abrupt eminence, situated at the 
eastern end of the historical Runnyrnede, having an 
elevation above the water level of 142 feet. From its sum¬ 
mit can be obtained one of the finest views in the Thames 
Valley, the beauty of the spot inspiring Denham to write 
his well-known lines :— 

“ My eye, descending from the hill, surveys 
Where Thames along the wanton valley strays— 
Thames the most loved of all the ocean’s sons.” 
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
